Burning of the Alexandria 
Palace, near London. 


SAN JfuANOisoo, June 0,—A din- 


patch from Boyle's camp Sunday relates 
the particulars of an atrocious massacre 
of Modoo prisoners, supposed tojlmve 
boon dono by Oregon volunteers. 
Sat- 


urday morning John James Fairohild 
and about a dozen other men left Fair- 
ohild's ranch on (Jottonwood Crcok, 
with seventeen Modoc captives, women 
and children including Shftofcnasty Jim, 
Bogus Charley, Tehee, Jock, Pony and 
Little John. The Indians were in a 
wagon drawn by four mules, and in 
crossing Lostlliver Hie party encoun- 
tered some Oregon volunteers under 
command of Copt. Hinsr. 
ThesoldiecB 


gathcrod abeut the wagon and question- 
ed Fairohild. The litter told them that 
the Modoos were all Hot Creeks, except 
Littlo John, and that there wore no 
charges against them. 


Fairohild' undertook to push on to 


JSoylo's Camp, and the volunteers retir- 
ed to camp near Crawloy's on the same 
road, lie noticed two men ahead rid- 
ing to a rocky point, as if to intercept 
him, imd when the team approached 
one of the inou presented a needle gun 
at t'airckild, saying get down, you old 
white headed s—n of a b—h. By what 
authority ? said Vairohild. 
By mine ; 


I'm going to kill the Indians and you 
too, was the reply. 


The loader caught hold the mules, 


uuhitchod them and cut the harness, 
Fairchild, still clinging to the lines, 
jumped to the ground. 
The poor 


wretches implored for mercy, bogged 
Fairohild to save them; the warriors 
were unarmed, know that resistance was 
useless, and they were the coolest in the 
party , though facing certain death.— 
The women and children shrieked and 
groaned pitoously. Fairchild had nothing 
but a small pistol, and six inches from 
bis head was the muzzle of a needle 
gun. 
Ho says the tears came to his 


eyes ; he mingled his voice with that 
of the Modoos in hopes that the massa- 
cre might bo avoided. Oh it was a 
terrible scone, says ho ; one I think ] 
shall never forgot, 
I shudder when I 


think of what I saw and hcard-tho tear- 
ful voices of thoeo women and children 
still ring in my cars; but cowardly handi 
were not to be daunted. A shot, and 
Little John lay dead in the bed of the 
wagon, with a bullet through his brain. 


The mules dashed away with Fair- 


child and tangled him in tho lines' 
Five more shots wore fired in rapid 
succession, Tokco, Jack, Pony and 
Moooko, remaining warriors wore dead. 
Littlo John's squaw had a frightfu 
wound in the shoulder. Away ahead 
in the road in tho direction of Boyle's 
camp, was a cloud of dust indicating 
tho approach of a team, the murderer! 
espied tho dust in a moment and wore 
riding rapidly away. 
Sargoant Mur- 


phy, battery (5, of tho fourth artillery 
with ton men and teamsters came by 
tho team; the Sargeant took charge o: 
affairs and remained with his men on 
ground whore Fairchild and tho team- 
sters wore wounded. The squaw anc 
her children came at two o'clqck this 
morning. Fairchild reached Gen. Da- 
vis' headquarters and related his story 
and teams with an escort were at onct 
sent out after tho prisoners dead anc 
alivo. 
No stops wore taken for tho ap- 


prehension of the felons who performec 
tho bloody woik. It is generally sup- 
posed that tho Oregon Volunteers are 
tho guilty parties. iMrehild is of the 
same opinion himself, 


Tho warriors killed were not charged 


with murder. 
Those who know them 


best say they have only participated in 
open fights. 
Everyone hero condemns 


the affair as Atrocious nnd without ex- 
cuse. There is no doubt but the mur- 
ders wore carried out upon a carefully 
arranged plan, as Fairchild notified 
horstmicn on tho roadalicad and behind 
him when tho shots noro fired. Had 
John Fuirchild instead of James been 
present, another murder might have 
boon added to the list, us the Oregon!- 
(ins are bitter in hatred against John, 
tho old man and other Culifornmns 
The Warm Springs have only a few 
weeks longer to serve. 
Sargeant Clin- 


ton is fast failing. 


The news of tho massacre of the Mo- 


doo captives caused universal surprise 
and indignation ami the atrocity is 
loudly denounced by everyone. 


New YOBK, June 9.—The remains 


of Minister Orr arc reported to-day in 
steamship Thuringia, and tho Govern- 
ment has tendered a tug, which will 
carry the body to this city, whore it 
will be reeoiyed by a deputation of 
Knight Templars. Tho body will lie 
in state in tho City Hall, and tho fu- 
neral will take place at Dr. Hopworth,s 
Church on Thursday. 


Young Walworth still evinces tho 


same apparatitly indifferent 
m&nnor. 


Ho was visited to-day by his uncle 
Father W«lworth, Judge Barbour,Jand 
several other relatives, who had brief 
interviews with him His mother did not 
visit tho prison.
